South Side Crossings Refused, 

The commission again considered 
the application of the ality for cros- 
sings of the Edmonton, Yukon and 
Pacific railway on the south side at 
6th, 7th and 9th streets, south of 
whyte aVenue and east of the C. P 
R. depot. A south side constable gave 
evidence that in the district south of 
the tracks to be affected by the open- 
ing up of the new streets, there were 
six barns, 29 cottages, 4 houses, 17 
shacks, one tent. the incinerator and 
the packing plant. In addition there 
were six or eight excavations for new 
houses. 

Solicitor A. H. Sharpe, represent- 
ing the railway company, said he 
thought this was just a development 
scheme. 

Ald, Calder described the settlement 
on the Hageldene, Rosedale, Irving 
estate and Wichmond {rark subdi- 
visions south of the tracks. He ad- 
mitted he had some real estate in this 
district, but he added: “I own lols 
nearly al lover the city.” He thought 
the convenience of about 15 families 
should warrant the crossing on ‘heir 
street. 

Hi. L. Drayton, K,C., chairmen of 
the commission, sald he thought the 
best plan would be to let the applica- 
tion stand until the commission re- 
turned to the eity in the spring, The 
matter could be taken up again then 
without a new application being 
made. 

Chairman Drayton further indicat- 
ed that he will hasten the settlement 
of the matter between the city and the 
G, T. P. ih regard to fhe entrance 
to the new freight yards and the Kin- 
istino avenue subway. He inquired as 
to the date of the transfer of the 38 
feet right of way fram the eity to the 
G. T. FP. whieh City Solicitor Bown 
said was party in 1907 and the spring 
of 1908. 

With regard to the crossings of 
siréets, Chairman Drayton asked Mr. 
Hansard what difference it made whe- 
ther the ownership of thirty-three 
feet across the streets was subject to 
thé municfpal right of crossing or 
whether the municipality's streets 
were subject to the railways right to 
a thirty-three feet crossing.
